I have 
laid these * matters before the Comnier-.

tristate forestry conference delivered 
at Indianapolis by Charles Lathrop 
Pack, prcsltlent of the American For- 
estry nssuclation of Washington. Mr. 
Pack urged everyone to Join the Amer- 
ican Forestry association In its cam- 
paign for a national forest policy. 
The conference was practically of na- 
tional scope, for foresters, timbcrtnnd 
ownerfi, lumbermen and representa- 
tives of wood-using , Industries from 
mnny states were present, In addition 
to those of Indiana. Ohio nnd Illinois. 
"I do not believe the luininn mind can devise a more suitable memorial to 
Theodore Itoosovelt than a movement which will look to preserving the forests 
of this country," said Mr. Vnck. -'Knowing the man, ns It wns my privilege to 
ftnow hlni, I am positive that could tho selection of n memorial he left to his 
choosing he would say 'save the forests,' As president he called the Urst con- 
ference of governors which took up the great questions of conser^Mng our 
natural resources. He was our greatest exi)onent of the value of these 
resources and of the value to the nation of outdoor life. Call your findings 
the Ilooscvolt Memorial National Forestry Policy If you like the suggestion 
nnd you will have honored tho man who did so much In pointing to the value 
of our forests. In any event you will, have done the greatest of services to 
posterity — you will have saved our greatest natural resource for that posterity." 
Fire which damaged the headquarters of the American Forestry associa- 
tion la Washington will not seriously delay the activities of tho association. 
The ofllces have been moved to another part of tho Maryland biilhllng. The 
honor roll of memorial tree planting wns sayed, but some rooirds of tho 
association were lost. • 



Navy Lacks Men; Only One Battleship Fully Manned 

DKFFNDINO the United States today In active sou scnlcc there Is exactly 
one warslilp, the 20.000-ton battleship North Dakota, built In lt)10, Cnpt. 
Thomas J. Kona commanding. With headquarters at fiuantanamo, Cuba. Cap- 
tain Sena comnmnds the entire force 
that Is ready to engage nn enemy in 
either the Atlantic or Facidc. The 
Nortli Dakota not only Is able to nav- 
igate tho sea nt Its full ;;i-knot speed, 
but could lire every one of Its ten ,12- 
luch guns and 14 ri-lnch guns. 

■'All the oJlier battleships ami cruis- 
ers nnd most of the destroyers and 
other vessels of both tlie Atlantic and 
E^nclfic lleetH arc tied up In ports and 
mtvy yards, unlit for active service for 
want of enough men to man them. 

At the Fhlhidelphla nav.<* yard are the balllcships Connecticut, Louisiana, 
Now Hampshire, Kansas, Minnesota, JUchlgnn and Nevada; at the^ Boston 
navy yhrd. the battleships Utah aiid Florida of the Atlantic Ileet, and Virginia 
and New Jersey of the Paclflc fleet; at the Norfolk, Vn., yard the battleships 
South Carolina and Oklahoma; at Brooklyn. the battleships Pennsylvania and 
Arizona, and at New York the Delaware. \ 

The Faciflc fleet, under Admiral Hodman, was able to negotiate Secretary 
of tho Navy Daniels' excursion to Hawaii nnd get hack to home ports, where 
the ships are riding at anchor awaiting full comiilements of men. At the Mare 
Island navy yard are the battleships Ilhode Island, Georgia, Nebraska and 
Vermont; at San Pedro, the Idaho and Mississippi; at Sim Francisco, tlie New 
Jlexico, and at Bremerton navy yard the Wyoming. Arkansas, New York, and 
Texas. 

Admiral Wilson disclosed the condition of the fleets when he Informed tlie 
house committee on naval nlTalrs that the North Dakota Is the only warship 
ahle^o put to sea with a full complement of 1,100 men.

They would fie 
happy at the thought of worklnj? for 
n mistress who had so nmny friends 
that she could get togetlicr ten at one, 
time. There woilhl bo no sulky looks 
or Junctions at the extra work; every 
servant would co-operate and the din- 
ner -wouUI go off grandly. 

"Here the mention of an extra guest 
or two creates a feeling of resent- 
ment. I know people who do not dare 
to invite a dinner fraest until they 
have obtained permission from their 
cooks. Cooks In Palestine consider 
extra, guests a compliment to their 
art. The sen-ants in Palestine would 
ten times rather .work for Americans 
than for the native population. The 
reason Is not alone that we will pay 
hiRher wages — we treat thcni h(?tter. 
For one thing, American women do 
not swear at them, and native women 
do. ^Thcy call down every kind of 
curse on the servant's eyes, and his 
clilldren, and his graiulcliiUlren; they 

, say the most untranslatable things ns 

- a mntter of course. It Is not In the 
least unusual, it Is quite au fait, for 
an Arab woman to swear so." 

Servants In Palestine may be differ- 
ont. iMit a woman Is a woman (ho world 
ovp^r. Sriss Jlellinny pays with Klplinp: 
and other nuthnrltios, 

"Once In a railroad train," she says, 
"I was sitting In the same compart- 
ment jvllh an old native woman. In 
tho East there are separate carriages 
for raen and women. In our coacii 
there was a particularly prott.v girl, 
and from thno to time a ynunp ICng- 
Hsh or American man passed througli, 
Vfitrhlng her. My old woman was 
kneeling on the seat with her shoes 
ftff, praying. In order to pray toward 
Mecca she had to kneel crosswise on 
the narrow seat, and the rite of 
bumping her head on the floor sev- 
eral times in each prayer was an 
acrobatic feat under Buch^_clrcum- 
Rtances. Every time a young man 
came Into tlie carriage she had to 
stnigglft for balance while she pulled 

. her veil down over her face. Finally 
she spoke to one. "My son," she said, 
"do you not know that you have no 
right in here with the protected oYics" 
(\\'omeh)? 

He apologized, had she faised her 
Veil when be went rtbh 

*ToH know,*' rHu said to me In Ani- 
tic, "if I had any teeth left I would 
not pull down my veil.

SUCCESS IN SHEEP BUSINESS 



^fi?.'*.h *« 9f primary Importance and 
IntPFf}^} iP^M8lt« Should Bo 

guarded ^g^tn^u 

(Prepared by the Vnltod States Popwt* 
mcnt or AfrrlcuUurs.) 
In any system of continuous farm 
sheep raising tho health question is of 
primarj' importance. This question la 
chiefly one of Internal parasites, and 
of these the stomach worm is the most 
widely .distributed UUtl tliO Inost seri- 
ous. Fortunately, the' trouble Is en- 
tirely susceptible of practical control, 
and the methods of prevention nra 
exactly in lino with the practlCGe that 
result In most economical production. 
It Is posslhlo, though doubtful, that 
the pernmnont fiuin flock can be main- 
tained In maximum health when 
grnze(J. entirely on permanent grnyi" 
pastures. A system of dlvlsloti ' of 
grass land Into sufllclent parts to 
allow frequent long periods Without 
sheep and use of longer grass for cat- 
tle will assist materially. Such a 
plan, corabfoed with occasional use 
of medicine to prevent too serious in- 
fection, may prove to be practical. 

The basis of success In the farm 
slieep business is In the frequency of 
changing to pastures which have not 
bad any opportunity to become In- 
fested with stomacli worms by older 
sheep. These frequent changes are 
particularly necessary during the stay 
of the young lambs upon the farm. 
The older sheep are less susceptible 
to the ofTocta of the Infection, though 
dfinger of their being injured thcrcbj 
is not to be overlooked. The plan of 
frequent changes to fresh feed can be 
adapted advantageously lo tho mosl 
economical systems of using high- 
priced land in the rotation of crops tc 
produce feed and forage for other 
kinds of live stock. ^

Wilson Loses Treaty Test Vote 

When Reservation Is 

Approved.

Mild Reservationlsts Join In Support 

of First Clause Sought by the 

Committee After Defeat of 

King Amendment, 

AVnshlngton, Nov. 10.— The first 
clause pf the treaty reservations 
drawn by the forclyii relations com- 
mittee, a preamble requiring three of, 
(be other great powers to ueeept tbc' 
reservations, -vvaa adopted by the sen- 
ate after uiany elTorts to amend It 
hud fiUlcd. t 

The vote was 43 to 40. the inlld 
reservation group lining up almost sol- 
idly In favor of tlio measure. The 
only Republican voting In the nega- 
tive -was Senator JlcCumber (Rep.) of 
North Dakota. Three Democrats. 
Reed of Missouri. Gore of Oklahoma 
and Walsh of Abissachusotts stood 
with the Republlcuua for the pream- 
ble. 

The senate then took up the first of 
the committee's 14 reservations, relat- 
ing to wltlidniwal from luenihershlp 
In tlie league. Senator Thomas 
(Dem.), Colorado, moved to strike out 
the provision that notice of withdraw- 
al could be given by a concurrent res- 
olution of congress. 

President Wilson told Senator Hitch- 
cock of Nebrnskn, administration lead- 
er In the senate treaty light, that he 
would be eiltlri'ly i-.atlsfied with any 
reservations supporters of the treaty 
might feel JustlUod In accepting, pro- 
vided thoy did not nullify the League 
of Nations covenant and were de- 
signed for the purpose of interpreting 
the terms of the treaty. 

In the first test of strength on the 
reservations proposed by the foreign 
relations comndttce, the senate refused 
by u vote of 4S to 40, to strike out 
the provision which would require no- 
ceptnnce of the reservations by the 
other powers. 

The president, Senator Hltchcoclc 
snld. on returning from tlie White 
Uouse, expressed "Ids very strong aii- 
provnl" of what had been done to 
date, and agreed that no compromise 
would be offered unless a deadlock 
was reached on u resolution of ratifi- 
cation. 

Senator Hitchcock outlined his pro- 
gram as first an endeavor to defeat the 
reservations reported by the foreign 
relations committee, and If that failed, 
to vote down the resolution of ratifl- 
latlon containing them. Ills nest 
move would he to present a resolution 
of ratlflcation. and should a deadlock 
ensue, to attempt a compromise with 
Itepnbllcim opponents. 

Senator mtclicock was with the 
president for half an hour. Mr. Wil- 
son received him pi-opped up In bed.

2,500 RED SUSPECTS TAKEN 



Dangerous Leaders Are Arrested In a 

General Roundup by tlie 

Government. 



Washington, Nov. 11.— With tho 
Jnlls In 14 cities crowded with mem- 
bers of the Union of Russian Workers 
and federal district attorneys prepar- 
ing their cases against more than 200 , 
radical leaders Americans are getting 
a glimpse of the "social order" planned 
by tlie reds to replace the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

Scores of leallots. documents, pam- 
phlets, and other publications, printed 
In English and foreign languages, are 
being studied by department of Justice 
odlclals and will be used in the hear- 
ings to decide wbctlier.the aliens shall 
be deported. 

The oniclal publication of the union, 
widch llrst appeared rehruarj' 2(1, 
1911), is explicit as to what It means 
by "social revolution" and the meth- 
ods to be employed In bringing it 
ubout. 

"liy 'social revolution* we mean a 
complete destruction of the present 
ordpr." it announced in Its issue of 
August 23, "and not merely the trans- 
fer of government power into tho 
hands of Social Democrats— In other 
words, not with n view of intrusting 
the political minority with the power 
we cnme out to destroy, a dreuni cher- 
ished by tlio Social Jacobins. 

"Social revolution Is an unued In- 
surrection. We might as well call It 
by Its real name right from the be- 
ginning instead of applying terms 
which are much better suited to^ the 
various other social movements. 

"It must begin with tlie turnover 
of nil possessions, private and the 
state, to common control. All re- 
sources must be declared common 
property." ■ 

Tho use of a genernl strike, de- 
structive of property and other forms 
of violence na a means of bringing 
about tho desired overthrow of gov- 
ernment. Is advocated In the "innnl- 
festo," and In the leaflet entitled "Our 
Tactics." 

"At tlie time of this revolution," It 
Is explained, "we must proceed to an 
Immediate .seizure of all means of pro- 
duction and all articles of consump- 
tion and make the working class the 
nmsters of all general wealth. At thu 
same time we must destroy all re- 
mains of govornmentnl authority nnd 
cln.ss domination, liberating the pris- 
oners, demolish prisons and police 
oflices, destroy nil legnl papers per- 
taining to private ownership of proi> 
crty; all field fences and boundaries, 
and bum all cortlflcates of Indebted- 
ness. 

"In a word, we must take care that 
avorything Is wiped from the earth 
timt Is a reminder of the right to pri- 
vate ownership of property. To blow 
up barracks and ]^ollce ndnilnlstrn- 
tlon, shoot \\\\\ most prominent mili- 
tary and police nfllcers, nnist be the 
Important concom'of the working pen- 
pie. In the work of destruotlnn we 
must be merciless, for tho slightest 
weakness may afterward cost the 
working class a whole sea of needless 
blood." 



Boclallfit Contestant Reaffirms Words 

Which Convicted Him Under Es- 

plonage Act — Speaker Unable 

to Understaad Him. 

Washington, Nov. ]2.— By n vote of 
yOO, to ], the house oC representatives 
oxchulcd Victor \u Borger. theMllwnu- 
koe Socialist, whose appeal from con- 
viction under the esplonnge act Is now 
pending. The nctlitn came after Burg- 
er bad appeared In the house and 
made an appeal to retain his seat. 

Itepresontatlve Volght of Wisconsin 
cnst the lone negative vote. The 
house ruled the seat was vacant. 

Representative Dalllnger (Uep.) of 
^^assachuseltH, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee which Investlgnted tho 
case, said the only Issue wus tliut of 
Americanism. 

"It Is whether a man who Ir^ 1011 
took onth as' a member of this bouse 
to support the Constitution nnd -who 
when tids country declared war against 
the imperial German government he- 
came Ibe head nnd front of an or- 
ganized conspiracy to hinder, obstruct 
and ehibnrrass this government In its 
light for existence, should be admitted 
lo membership In this .house," snld 
Dalllnger. 

"Tho committee Is convinced upon 
all the facts.and upon nil the prece- 
dents In this house that Victor L. 
Berger should be excluded from mem- 
bership and that the question should 
now be determined by this house. 

"In the opinion of the conunlttee tlie 
house expects it; the men who fought 
for their country In the great war ex- 
pect It, and the entire country expects 
It." 

.Vfter Berger began his statement to 
the hous^ there was much commotion. 
When Berger condt-nmed government 
action In SLMidIng troops to Gary. Ind., 
Beprcsentatlve Blanton (Dem.) of 
Texas Insisted that Berger conflne blm- 
self to his own activities. 

Speaker Cdllette said he had been 
unable to underlsand Berger "because 
of Ids strong f(trelgn accent." 

Berger did not deny making the al- 
leged .seditious statenieuts. which led 
to his conviction and sentence *to 20 
years In federal i)rison. "Under the 
same circumstances," he said, "1 would 
snv and write them nil over again, only 
I woidd make It n good deal stronger, 
because 1 have been justllled by the 
events since the armistice, when the 
war was practically ended." 

Berger characterized the espionage 
act "as an Infamous measure passe'd 
at the order of American plutocracy, 
not to punish spies, hut to hound citi- 
zens whose opinions differed from 
those of the administration." 

When Berger concluded, cries of 
"Vote" came from both sides of the 
house. In the disorder, Itepresenta- 
llve Ituckor (Dem., Mo.) moved to ex- 
punge B(?rg(^r"s speech from the Con- 
gressional Ilecord. 

"It is an outniKe to print and cir- 
culate such stuff," said he. 

"The bouse doesn't want to make 
a martyr of Berger." said Republican 
Loader' Mondell, In moving to table 
UucUer's niotioa. Tlie Mondell motion 
carried, ITS to 122. , 
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Lord Swaytbling, u member of the 
British peerage nnd n brother of the 
British secretary for India, is Id thle 
country with Lady Swaythllng and 
their Bon. Uon. E. B. S. Montagu, 
whom they have placed In tlarvord 
ujolvorBlty. They will make an ex- 
tended tour of tho United States 
which Lord Swaythllng has not previ- 
ously visited In 20 years.

France ceased In the autumn of 1014. 
3t cannot recominenco until Germany 
imys the war damaBcs to France, and 
Franco subdivides the indemnity Into 
the proportions demanded hy each de- 
partment canton and comniune for the 
erection and equipment of whools. 

As Germany Is only expected to pay 
25,000,000 Cranes Immediately and the 
rest In twenty years, tluj most hopeful 
outlook for French education Is om- 
fluarter of the prewar force and equlp- 
inent within the next two decades. 

In the meantime, says the Brooklyn 
Eaple, children wlio ceased to attend 
school in 1011 are Ove years In arrears, 
aind for a generation will continue to 
atudy on a 23 per cent emcleney basis. 

■ The Instructor often returns to a 
ruined village long before thorft Is any 
school for him to teach. His own home 
Is n heap of ruins and he has to com- 
mence to dig among the dehrl? to find 
nny buried belongings, and to erect out 
of the heap of stones a shelter for 
lilmsclf. The government is supplying 
as fast as possible wooden barracks, 
one end of which Is sometime- par- 
titioned for the teacher to live In, the 
■other end for the scholars to congre- 
gate. 

Living In DugoutB, 

When tlie governnioat cannot supply 
Ihe l)arracks. people of the Iowa luivo 
salvaged the corrugated Iron dugouts 
left hy the Germans called Nolssen 
Imls. Those dugouts are like a barrel 
<:ut lengthwise aiid bombproof; alsw 
those iron shelters arc sweltering hot 
In summer and bitter cold In winter. 
' They were meant to he placed under- 
i;round. not used as surface buildings, 
I)ut any shelter in the devastated re- 
gion is acceptable, and this salvage 
■can replace the ecbool buildings. 

Inside thoso Improvised schonlbouses 
there Is nothing. An eutc-prlsing 
schoolmaster will find planks in the 
iiear-by trenches, and If he can Ond 
nails be will knock together a bench 
for Ida pupils to sit upon. . If he can 
obtain chalk, he has his class In nrltb- 
tnetie figure on the rough walls In lieu 
of a blackboard. If he has siifllclent 
memory be teaches bis pupils what ho 
remembers of blstory and geography. 
A survey made in July. 1010, showed 
that In on of the villages under tho 
supervision of tho Amer.'cnn comnilt- 

■ tee, 22 Improvised schools had iieen 
opened, and four were expected to 
open m October. From the 39 villages 
still without Instructors or school shel- 
ter, the children must walk froui tbrco

patriotic Though Suffering. 

The instructors are government paid, 
their salaries varying from 15U to 300 
francs a monlh. The French govern- 
ment owns the pchool buildings and 
equips tho schools, the taxes in the 
past levied on the conununes making 
possible this support.

Fur more Korious nbtlce was taken 
bv the authorities of a mutiny which 
broke out nmong the Nlneteohtb Hus- 
sars at the Currngh cnmp In Novem- 
ber, 1877. Tho trouble began through 
discontent with certain ortlcora hi con- 
nection with extra duty- No ^^iwor 
than 7C of the mnlcontents were ar- 
rested and tried before a general 
courtmarthil, the sentences ranging 
from five to eight years' ijcniil servi- 
tude. 

Very tragic was the outcome of a 
mutinv which broke out among the* 
g:irrlM>n of Malta In April, 1807. 'J'he 
mulcontents solzod Fort lllcasoll. over- 
looldug the grand harbor, whor^ they 
were liesleged by loyal troops. Kvont- 
ually, rather than surrender, they fired 
the mnguxlne nnd all perished. 

Probably, however, tbe most danger- 
ous Instunc(|*of wholesale dlsnlTectlon 
occui-red in 1850 among the BrltlKh 
troops then serving In India. The 
(llsafrectod men had enlisted to serve 
In Ihe Old Kust India Wmipnny. Yet, 
when the company ceased to exist, 
these men; by li stroke of the pen, 
were Incorporated Into the regidur 
lirlllsh anny. 

They objected, nnd regiment nfter 
regiment refused to (d)ey ordcr.s. In 
the end tho government wns conipdlod 
lo accede t<» their, demands, when 
some 10.000 men claimed their dis- 
charge, and were sent lnmie to Kug- 
land.

The Jungles of the 
Interior harbor mnny tribes of f^uviiges, 
sonio of Uiem reputed cnnnlbnis, but 
those of thom who do nnt ucoept con- 
trol will he quickly wiped out.
